Speeches and advices were discussed, 
and handed down to the younger generation, 
which is very helpful, as some of its mem- 
bers have gone on seeking higher levels of 
education that will be of benefit not only 
to himself but to his people in g'eneral. 

The St. Elizabeth Guild is grateful and 
proud to mention a few names who are well 
known along this Religious field. Rev. Vine 
V. Deloria and Mr. Herbert Welsh, Jr. and 
others who are young have gone through 
Colleges and Universities Rev. Vine V. 
Deloria is in South Dakota on the Pine 
Ridge Reservation working industriously 
among his people. Mr. Herbert Welsh, Jr. 
is working at Fort Totten, in North Dakota 
also among his people. 

One of the memorable events done by the 
Guild was a stone erected in memory of 
soldiers who gave their lives for- their 
country. This stone was erected in May, 
1928 at a cost of $560.00. There are seven 
graves of soldiers all of these men are mem- 
bers of the Giuld.
